HARLEM’S CLOSING DAY. 

Harlem’s first two weeks term of racing 
closed yesterday and taking everything into 
consideration the meeting was a grand success. 
During its progress a lot of rain fell and the 
traek was handicapped in numerous different 
ways, but the sport offered was good and the 
crowds have been better than they were for 
.years back. Despite all talk to the contrary 
the ring was not syndicated and the prices 
offered as a role were liberal. 

Secretary Nathanson had a crackerjack of 
a handicap as the attraction on the closing 
■day end Tony Licalzi’s Bolus— Gladiola colt, 
U Fresco was the fortunate one to win. The 
finish was not a close one but the race, during 
the early stages, was a pretty one tq look at. 
To a perfect start Mizpah was first to show 
closely followed by Monk Wayman and Tenby. 
Egbait went to the front passing the stand bnt 
after rounding the first torn John Raker took 
up the running and down the back stretch the 
order was John Baker, Tenby and Egbart, with 
the others in a compact bnnch. Clay Poynter 
and A l Fresco were the last two horses. On the 
far tnrn there was considerable changing of 
positions and when they headed for home Eg- 
bart was a half length in front of Clay Poynter 
and A1 Fresco who were on abont eqnal terms . 
The others, with the exception of Monk Way- 
man, were beaten. 

Along about the eighth post A1 Fresco shot to 
the front like a flash and from then to the wire 
had everything his own way, winning as he 
pleased by nearly three lengths. Clay Poynter 
beat Egbert three parts of a leog.h for the 
place and the latter was only a nose in front of 
Monk Wayman. John Baker finished last and 
it was evident Aker could not do him justice. 
The betting on the race was fast and furious. 
Clay Poynter closed a slight favorite over A1 
Fresco at S to 1. The latter was 31 to 1. Every 
horse in the race was backed and Monk Way- 
man was the longest shot at 12 to 1. It was an 
excellent handicap. 

Middleton & Jnngblnth’s filly Afamada, which 
is trained and managed by Arthur Newsome, 
won the third race handsomely. She was pitted 
against a speedy lot. Aba Fnrst being the best 
in the eye3 of the talent and he was made fav- 
orite at 8 to 5. Goebel was second choice at 31 
to 1. The race was a fast one from the drop of 
the flag. Goebel broke in front and at once set 
ont to kill the others off. He stepped the first 
■quarter in 231, the half in 481, and the five fur- 
longs in 1:001. After that he began to come 
baek and in the final furlong was tiring fast. 
Afamada, who had been nicely rated by Beau- 
champ, came strong and trne nnder pressure 
through the stretch and by a game effort got 
up just in time to win by a short bead. It was 
a very close finish, and the crowd appreciated it. 

Inlook, with seventeen pounds less weight 
than she carried Friday, won the half mile dash 
for two-year-olds easily. Nullah, the betting 
choice, after getting a flying start and showing 
plenty of speed, stopped to a walk and was 
beaten nearly two lengths by Erla d’Or for the 
piece. 

John Grigsby was in a soft spot in the first 
race, bnt bad to be hard ridden to beat Jeff and 
Zaza. The latter is a speedy one, bnt cannot 
carry weight successfully. 

The second race went to Fintan at 10 to 1. 
This was a form reversal. 

After John Havlin had won the last race from 
Free Hand, Sydney Bender, owner of the latter, 
. ran Havlin np $400 over liis entered price. J. K. 
Redmon did not like something Bender said 
afterward and struck him a blow. The judges, 
according to the rales, were called npon to 
punish Redmon. for his action, and after hang- 



ing some time between a suspension and a fine 
came to the conclusion that the latter punish- 
ment wonld be sufficient, and Redmon was fined 
$300. Bender was sharply reprimanded for nsing 
exa sperating language. 

GO88IP OF THE TURF. 

On the back of a photograph of the late Fred 
Archer is printed his riding record. Sloan is 
doing capitally on the other side but he can 
never hope to attain the wonderful record 
achieved by Archer, It is truly a marvelous 
showing. The printed record says : 

“Leaving his essays in France and Ireland 
ont of consideration, Archer dnring his career 
had 8,084 mounts, and rode 2,748 winners ” 

Then follows the tabulated list for each 
year’s riding. He commenced in 1870 by riding 
two winners ont of fifteen mounts. The next 
year be rode three winners ont of forty mounts. 
Gradually increasing np to the year 1883, he 
rode 246 winners ont of 667 monnts. In 1886. 
when be died, he had ridden 170 winners ont of 
512 monnts, or an average of ene win in three 
mounts. 

He headed the list of winning jockeys for 
twelve years consecutively, being beaten only 
by two for first place in the fourth year of his 
riding career. His victories included the 
following celebrated races: St. Leger. 6 times; 
Derby and Snbnr ban, 5 times each; Oaks and 
Two Thousand, each 4 times; Prince of Wales 
Stakes, twice; One Thousand, Cesarewitch and 
Royal Hunt Cup, each twice.— Morning Tele- 
graph. 

One of the afflictions horseflesh is heir to has 
interrupted the career of the Paget crack Jean 
Berand at a ti ue when his chance for carrying 
off the rich Realization seemed of the brightest. 
Of his mishap the New York Journal of Friday 
says: 

“Even if Jean Beraud is really the test three- 
year-old of the year, as many of his admirers 
claim, he will hardly have the chance to show 
it in the Coney Island Jockey Clnb’s big stake, 
the Realization. The champion of the Whitney- 
Paget stable has thrown a splint, and, inasmuch 
as the Realization will be ran on July 4, lees 
than four weeks ahead, it is dollars to cents that 
the colt cannot be sent to the post. 

“The news of this trouble was not made gen- 
erally pnblic yesterday, bnt Sydney Paget con- 
fessed it sadly to a few of his friends. The 
splint, from all accounts, is still merely in the 
formative stage. It may not be serious, bnt 
even if it is not, such t reatment as will have to b3 
applied to check its growth will throw Jean 
Berand ont of active training so long that there 
will be no chance to wind him up for a race 
over so long a course as the mile and five fur- 
longs of the Realization. There have been in- 
stances where trainers have kept right on in 
training a horse deepite a bndding splint, bnt it 
is scarcely likely that such a liberty will be 
taken with a horse of the value of Jean Ber- 
aud.” 

NOTES OF THE TURF. 

Suit against the New York Mail and Express 
has been instituted for an alleged libel by 
Messrs. Foxhall P. Keene, J. Harry Alexandre 
and J. G. Follansbee, in connection with critic- 
isms reflecting on the finding of the stewards 
representing the National Steeplechase and 
Hunt Association on June 1. when .Olindo beat 
Governor Bndd and a claim of foul was made. 
Snit will be withdrawn if a full apology, as 
dictated, is made. 

There have been 160 foals dropped at 
McGrathiana this season, of which there are 
twenty-five colts by Hanover.
